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U.S. - SOVIET MILITARY BALANCE: WHO'S A HMD?

f ornar chief of th* D*f *ns* Int*llig*nc* Agency 

By nest standards of measuring th* l5alanc« of military power betw*»n the United 
Stat*s and th* Soviet Union, th* Soviets hav* surpassed or ar* aurpaaeing us - 
d*spit* th« "Spirit of d»t»nt*" and th* ongoing Strategic Anas Limitation Talks* 
In th* past d^cad*, th* Soviets hav* gon* from 224 intercontinental ballistic 
missiles to mor* than 1600, In s«a-latfnch»d ballistic missiles, th*y hav* gon* 
from" 29 to around #00; in nuclear warh»ads, from 390 to around 3,500* 

America has fallen from being 600 ah*ad in ICBM*s to about 600 behind; from 
26 nucl«ar missile submarines ahead to 13 behind; from 2,900 tactical aircraft 
ah»ad to more than 350 behind. Th» Soviets hav* more major surface ships than 
r; th~y have 16S ground divisions compared with our 19; their 34,500 tanks 
dwarf our 9*000* And more ominous than th* shear numbers is th* single -minded 
sp~*d with which th* build-up occurred* 

the United States chos* to spend its uef*ns* dollars on higher quality weapons, 
while the Russians traditionally w*nt ait^r quantity. But no longer. It's cl*ar 
that the Soviets are striving mightily to achiev* both numerical superiority and 
quality, tf* thought w* w»r* far ah*ad wLth MIR?, th* multiple-warhead-on-one- 
missile technology. But sine* '1972 th- U.S.S.R. has t*st*d and d*p!oy*d four n*w 
ICBM*s - all of considerably heavier pay.oad than ours, thro* of them with MIR? 
warh*ads. On* of th*s* new ICBM»a - th* SS-16* - is so big that it could carry 

I 45 MIRV warheads of th* sias* and w*ight oarri*d on our Pos*idon submarine -laun- 

j ch*d missile o - . -. - ■ 

I In addition, th* Soviets hav* begun deploying a n*w, big-warhead, submarine- 
launched missll* (and new subs to carry it) that can hit any U.S. target from 
far out at sea and «v*a from th* sub's hen* ports. Their new MIRV-*d missiles 

; and improved warh*ad accuracy approach our t>wn technology. Their n*w ships 
hav* th* latest in propulsion units and bridle i»rf.th sophisticated missile sys- 
tems. Fiv* or six years ago, w* in intelligence rul*d out th* possibility of 
th* Soviets* ever* matching us in naval aviation. Now they ar* building a fl*et 
of aircraft carriers. 

While it is oft*n said in th* W^st that nuc3*ar war is "unthinkable" b*caus* 
neith*r side could survi v* , th* Soviets do not have the same perspective on 
nucl*ar war. On* r*c*nt declaration of Sovi*-, war doctrine, published in th* 
nation 1 s foremost military journal (( Sevi*t Mi l itary Review - I read it - Ed.) ), 

restates the standard Kremlin view that war"isf!n instrument of policy ? and, in 
fact, extols nuclear weapons as an enhancement cf that policy. Nuclear weapons, 
it says, mean that n immeasurably* >more «ff«ctiv* v*ans of struggl* are now at the 
disposal of stat* power." 

Th« Soviets have not built up th-ir forces, as have, purely to d«t«r a 
nuclear war. They build th«ir forces to fight a mcl*»ar war, and s** an enormous 
p~rsuasiv^ pow«r accruing to a nation which can £lz*> th* prospect of nuclear war 
with confidence in its survival. 

Perhaps th* most worrisom* aspect of the Soviets 1 strategy is th«ir civil- 
d«f«nse program. It is now a high-priority matter, ,*ith a budget of more than 
$1 billion a y*~ar<, About 20 million young Russians r*ceiv* civil-defens* train- 
ing *v«ry summ*r as part of annual war gam.es. Sarap^ exercises include; convoy 
evacuation practice at Leningrad; th* adaptation of Large refrigerator ships 
for evacuating th* population of Sevastopol; the nat.onwide organization of am- 
bulance and bus convoys to carry th« sick away from ajor cities. In rural areas, 
th*r« ar* readiness tests for those people assigned *o r«c*ive «vacu of >s from the 
cities. 

Th* Kremlin firmly believes that it can hold Kussiai casualties from a nuclear 
exchange to only t*n million. Mo country of the fr«» vo.^ld would be able to 
describe this many deaths as "only" * But the Soviets au>rb*d more than 20 mil- 

tooOTTwran 
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lion casualties in World War II. Furthermore, th». communists were willing to 
kill off som° six million of their own people just to collectivize agriculture « 
W~ should not mak~ th« mistake of projecting our nationality oftt# ah adversary 
who do~s not shar^ our id^a of what risks or costs ar-> acceptable. 

Maiiy : of th« proponents of detent* and th*- SALT agreements maintain that th*s*» 
effarfca%ar*» th« only alternative to nuclear war 0 This is false* American nego- 
tiators oft^n s*»m overly "naEior^d of "reaching an agre^m^nt." That b«com«*s an- 
goal in 'itself „ For th« Soviets, a "spirit of d«t*nt«" is an «ph^m«ral matter, 
of value largely to inhibit our defense gfforto They are looking for agreements 
that advance th*»ir .p&rc*iv^d strategic goals. 

Verification of t"r»aty compliance is also a 3«rious problem. Any successful 
SALT a^r^*«-nt obviously requires knowledge of what the oth-^r sid« is doingo 
Unfortuhat<kyV th« Soviets consistently attempt to deny us information,, Th^y 
hav* gone to th« trouble of placing acr*»sj of /naval construction yards uhd^r 
cover, for instance, in order to d^ny us information on th«ir missile-carrying 
submarines. , Th e y als o try to i ^y p all ^j^ijj^J "tnfQT'ftfft-'i^ o n r w^aprmn 
^v*ltypffi«"nt' by worKn^af nig$Twfw ^th«y can ^scap* satellite photography., 
St^pp^d-up us 0 of such tactics of deception and counter-action s^^ms hardly in 
th« spirit of d"t«nt«* " ^ 

In th~ pr^-d«t*>nt« ara, Soviet military adv«ntux'«s such as the Berlin blockade; 
the grab for South Korea, and aggression against South Vietnam, plus th- attempt 
to place missiles in Cuba, all failed. J&uring th« d«t«nt*» «ra, w« have s*~n no 
f «w«r" comffiunist military adventures ~ just mor« successful on«s» Consider the 
conquests of South Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos and Angola; consider th« strong Soviet 
positions in Syria, Iraq, India, Somaliland, Mozambique, Guinea • 

I am convinced that th~ d*t<*nt*> policies that w« have pursued l^ad toward 
nuclear war, not away from it* Th» Soviets have consistently shown constraint 
wh^n fac«d by superior military power; th«y hav* shown l«ss constraint as they 
p*rc«iv» us allowing them a military advantage* 

I am deeply concerned that w« have traded away superior technology in the nam* 
of "arms control," as in the Anti-Ballistic Missile Treaty of 1972* And., with 
th^ gov-»rnm«nt t s blessing, w« have sold militarily crucial technology to the 
Soviets « For *xampl*,~ a sal* of" 164 machines that manufacture tiny ball bearings 
milled to -xtr^m~ tolerances made it possible for th« Soviets' to catch up with 
us in th~ critical MIRV area* Th^s^ tiny bearings reduce~tha friction of the 
moving parts in th« guidance system of a MIRV warh«ad, thereby enabling th« 
missile to change direction in flight rapidly, and thus g*t sharper on-targ*t 
accuracy, ■• * ■ - — - '"-v '■■ '- 

Our long l~ad~ov«r the Soviets in computers makes many of our weapons systems 
technically superior*, Th* ' on- board computer of a U 0 S<> ICBM, for example, may 
hav* to mak~ 600,000 mathematical calculatioas in th« first nin* minutes of 
flight e But this sort of advantage, too, has b««n «rod»d by shortsiglit^d sal«s 
of corrput^r technology to th» u*oS»S 0 R 0 

To ^nsur<» our d*f rt ns«, r^plac^mmnt of our aging B-52 fl««t with th« B-l bomb«r 
will h^lp, b^caus^ it will forc« th^ Soviets to k^«p spending ti*avily on air 
d^f^ns^. This is on^ of th» reasons th« B-l is th^ weapon th« Sovi«ts hav^ tri«d 
ha-sd to eliminate in SALT talks, 

Mor« importantly, w« must d*»v*lop th« cruis° missil«, a system that is «xp»ct«d 
to b~ so accarat^ that it can destroy targets at long distances «v*n without a 
nuclear warhead b It could p«n«trat" th~ current Soviet air«def»ns« system,, and 
by modern standards would b« relatively ch^apc 

Most important, w« must k**p our military research and development healthy and 
productive c Th~ United States stands today as a first~rat« pow«r that has, 
through a combination of wishful thinking and inattention, allowed a second-rat^ 
riow^r to surpass it in many aspects of military strength* must halt this

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DIPLOMACY AND STOICS 
by Don (Diplomacy) Dewsnap 

The question of ethics in "Diplomacy may be distasteful to som«, since diplo- 
macy in th« r«al world is g*n*r«lly unethical and is a nasty analogy » So first 
off, r»altas» that ethics is a s«parat* sabj^t* and neither diplomats nor Dip- 
lomats n**d b« unethical* . 

So what is ethics? Broadly, it is th«» contemplation of the best m*ans to 
happiness and survival* This includes th* consideration of on**s s*»lf, on«?s 
fallow players, the whole hobby of Diplomacy , and anything which contributes to 
any of th* abov*« So an action is «thical insofar as it promotes survival in 
th*s« ar«as, and unethical to the opposite degree* 

Som« players n«v«r tell a li« nor sfcaban ally* Others play to win no matter 
what o Most fall somewh*r«» betw*#>». Note, howey«r, that . v this is not a seal** 
of ~thicso It is not necessarily unethical to stab som«on», nor ethical not to« 
Almost «v»ry move in a game of Diplomacy presents choices 0 An ethical player 
will mak^ th*s* choic«^an th« basis of greatest overall survival, as outlined 
above e ' 

For instance, th« object of th» gam« is to own «ight«en supply c«nters« If 
all gam^s *nd°d in a • draw or a tie, th« hobby would suffer, for who would want 
to play? So id«ally» -very game should have a singl« winnt»r 0 It is ethical to 
win« ((Right onr - 3d*)} 

However, gr«at»st survival for all players suggests that the ideal state is a 
s«y*n-way draw «v«ry tlm»o Or does it? Actually, no. The main reason to play 
th« gam* is to l*»arn and demonstrate diplomacy* Ideally, the befit diplomat in 
*ach gam« would win« In doing so 3 h« would teach th* oth«r players a littl* 
ffior* about diplomacy, thus increasing their changes of winning (surviving) in 
the future o So it is okay to win* 

It can saf«ly be said that »v*ry stab is th« result of failed diplomacy, th*» 
-oabb^r's or stabb«»e?a or both 0 It follows, then, that a stab is a penally, 
pain, for not knowing diplomacy w»ll« An ethical player will only stab if it

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is the only way to win* He will th»n find th* flaws in his diplomacy that got 
him into such a position, and flgur* out how to avoid th«»m» Th* play»r who 
stabs without assuring a win, or who stabs and l*»arns nothing from ii + 4p*s not 
incr*as» anyone* a" survival, including his own, and is unethical* 

In sum, th*n, *thics in Diplomacy amounts to learning to win 1^ diplfisBcy* k 
play«r who is not *v«&£tryug to unprov* hi* skill as a diplomat Is a liability
